One was the disclosure by Chair- 
man McMahon (Dem.), Connecti- 
cut, of the Senate-House Atomic 
Committee that President Truman 
had authorized the Atomic Energy 
Commission (AEC) to use some 
of its budgetary reserves “to get 
started on this proposition.” 

The reserves to be used amount 
to $30,000,000, or about 10 per cent 
of the over-all program which is 
to be financed by a deficiency ap- 
propriations bill in the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

Move to Ease Spending Curbs. 

The second move was Senate ap- 
proval of a measure by Senator 
McMahon to lift some of the 
spending curbs imposed on the 
AEC earlier in the session. This 
still is subject to House approval. 


Representative Gore (Dem.), 
said today an enor- 
mous“ increase in operations ot 
the Tennessee Valley Authority is 
being planned to make more elec- 
tric power available as part of the

about the nation-wide syndicate 
operations directed by the no- 
torious Frank Costello of New 
York, police learned today. 

Sgt. Herman Davis, supervisor 
of the police laboratory, reported 
today that a paraffin test of But- 
ler’s hands indicated clearly that 
he had fired a revolver from his 
right hand. Police said they traced 
the revolver and learned Butler 
had bought it in Kansas. 

No Inquest to Be Held. 

Dr. Hugh Owens, coroner, said 
there would be no inquest, on the 
showing that Butler had killed 
himself. If other circumstances 
arise later, indicating Butler had 
been murdered, ah inquest would 
be held, 

Butler, former prize fighter and 
poolroom operator, was c<ound fa- 
tally wounded at 2:28 p.m. in his 
cubbyhole office adjoining his 
handbook in the Coates House, a 
hotel at Tenth and Broadway. A 
revolver, from which one shot had 
been fired, lay nearby. Butler had 
been instructed to report to the 
grand jury room at 2 p.m. to tes- 
tify. 

Police were checking a report 
that Butler was in a violent dis- 
pute with Morris (Snag) Klein 
and four other police characters 
in front of a drug store near the 
entrance to the Phillips Hotel 
about 1 p.m. Klein is free on ap- 
peal on a United States conviction 
for vote fraud. 

Butler was a partner of Anthony 
R. Gizzo, one of the “big five” 
racketeers. The others were 
Charles Carrolla, Charles Gargot- 
ta, James Balestrere, reputed head 


of the Mafia, black-hand society, 


and the late Johnny Lazia. 
Police found only two persons 
who heard the shot that killed 
Baker. They were Sam Klein, a 
salesman, and Mike Madaio, unem- 
ployed. They told Detective Fred 
Wilson they saw Butler entering 
the handbook and asked him: 
“Aren’t you due down at the grand

It was approved 
by the House by a 175-to-34 vote 
today. Quick Senate approval is 
expected to send the measure to 
the White House. 

2. The appointment of Mon C. 
Wallgren to the Federal Power 
Commission to succeed Leland 
Olds, whose reappointment is re- 
jected by the Senate. The Sen- 
ate confirmed Wallgren over 
protests of Senator Harry P. 
Cain (Rep.), Washington. 

3. A bill containing funds for 
the $1,314,010,000 foreign arms 
| program. Senate and House con- 
ferees settled 2 dispute over ex- 
tra cash for senatorial offices 
which was included in the sup- 
plemental appropriations bill. 
The measure contains money for 
foreign arms, Alaska-Okinawa 
military construction and funds 
for various Government agen- 
cies. House members had an- 
grily walked out of a conference 
this morning, refusing to accept 
two Senate amendments to the 
bill.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 19— 
The Missouri House for the fifth 
time this year has rejected legis- 
lation calling for high loan inter- 
est rates sought by the small-loan 
lobby. Late yesterday it defeated 
a proposed “compromise” submit- 
ted by a Senate-House Conference 


Committee. 
To make the defeat stick, how- 
ever, the House had to override 


a surprise ruling by Speaker Roy 
Hamlin (Dem.), Hannibal, who at- 
tempted to set the State Consti- 
tution aside by holding that adop- 
tion of a conference committee 
report required only a bare ma- 
jority of those voting and not a 
House constituticnal majority of 
78 votes. 

The “coinpromise” would have 
established small-loan interest 
rates estimated as high as 30.2 
per cent a year, although the orig- 
inal bill of the lenders carried a 
top rate of 27 per cent. On four 
occasions this session the House 
had rejected rates higher than 18 
per cent a year. 

Fight on Hamlin Ruling. 


Hamlin, who voted for the “com- 
promise” to give the money lend- 
ers rates higher than the lobby 
originally sought, attempted to 
declare the conference committee 
report had been adopted, despite 
the fact it fell six votes short of 
the 78 required. The vote was 72 
ayes to 56 noes. 

The Speaker said he took the 
position the conference committee 
report merely was an amendment 
to a House bill and did not re- 
quire 78 votes. The Constitution, 
in Section 27 of Article 3, requires 
a majority of the elected members 
of the House, or 78 votes, for 
adoption of such a report. 

An appeal from this ruling was 
ttken by Democratic Majority 
Floor Leader C. P. Turley of Van 
Euren, leader of the House fight 
on high loan rates. On the first 
vote Hamlin was sustained by one 


vote, 60 to 59. 
Parliamentary Snarl. 

With the House in confusion 
and opponents of the compromise 
shouting that the Constitution re- 
quired 78 votes, Representative 
Howard Elliott (Rep.), St. Louis 
céunty, a former Speaker ‘who 
frequently clashes with Hamlin 
on i raised a new point. 

Elliott said a constitutional 
question was involved in the point 
of order involved in the ruling 
from which Turley appealed to 
the House. That being the case, 
he said, the Speaker could not 
rule on the point but it must be 
decided by the House. 

After some wrangling Hamlin 
put the point of order to a vote of 
the House. Despite cries of “vote 
no” frim the side lobbies of the 
House, where some of the loan 
lobbyists were on watch, the point 
of order against Hamlin’s ruling 
was sustained, 77 ayes to 54 noes, 
This action did not require a con- 
stitutional majority. 

Having been reversed Hamlin 
then had to declare the conference 
committee report had been de- 
feated. 

The loan lobby, which never 
gives up, probably will seek a re- 
consideration of the vote by which 
the conference report was de- 
feated. If that fails the question 
of small-loan rates again will be 
thrown back into conference be- 
tween the two houses.. The Sen- 
ate, in recess until Oct. 31, has 
not had an opportunity to act on 
the conference report, which must 
be approved by both houses. 


Bitter Four-Hour Debate. 

The nearly four — of debate 
on adoption of e compromise 
report, which could not be amend- 
ed, wag bitter at times. No house 
debate on small-loan legislation 
has ever been pea in the 22 
years since the fi small-loan 
law was passed in uri. 

The conference cormpnittee com- 
promise, in which the House con- 
feres yielded to the high-rate 
views of the Senate, called for a 
flat annual charge of $14.50 for 
each $100 borrowed, up to a maxi- 
mum of $500. Loans would be re- 
paid in equal monthly installments 
includling the interest charge. 

Supporters of this plan declared 
the interest rate would be 25.75 
and might be 26.67 per cent. Op- 
ponents contended the actual 
charge would range up to 30.2 per 
cent a year. Despite much shout- 
ing neither side could gain an ad- 
mission of error from the other. 

Representative George A, Spen- 
cer of Columbia, chairman of the 
House conferees, said he did not 
know whether a 25.75 per cent 
rate was right or wrong, but that 
rejection of the compromise would 
result in no adoption of a loan 
interest code at this sessiqn of the 


Legislature. 

Spencer said the Serlate Confer- 
ence Committee members had re- 
fused to agree to 24 per cent, 80 
the five Senate and five House 
committee members had wnani- 
mously agreed on the report sub- 
mitted.

Sgt. A. G. White of the Mis- 
souri Highway Patrol testified he 
noticed the scratches on Mahurin 
when he saw the defendant at a 
funeral home at Desloge, Mo., 
about 11 hours after Mrs. Ma- 
hurin’s death. 

White said Mahurin had three 
deep cuts on his neck, each about 
three inches long and about an 
inch apart. The scratches appeared 
to be new as there still was some 
blood on them, he said. There also 
were scratches on the defendant’s 
eft cheek and nose, White de- 
clared., 

There has been no showing by 
the state how Mahurin was cut, 
but the evidence is in support of 
the state’s contention the 
scratches were inflicted by Mrs. 
Mahurin as she struggled with 
her husband. Previous testimony 
by another state trooper was that 
material found under the dead 
woman’s fingernails had been re- 
moved and sent to the highway 
patrol laboratory for analysis. 

Tissue, Hairs Under Nails. 

Later, Sgt. John F. Williams 
head of the highway patrol lab- 
oratory, testified that the sub- 
stance removed from under Mrs. 
Mahurin’s fingernails was found 
to contain a small quantity of tis- 
sue and several brown hairs. 
Analysis of Mrs. Mahurin’s cloth- 
ing disclosed they had been sat- 
urated with kerosene, he said. 

Mrs. Frank McDowell, a state’s 
witness, testified yesterday Ma- 
hurin had waved frantically to her 
from the front yard of a farm 
home near Farmington and shout- 
ed, “My wife has been burned to 
death.” 

The witness, who lived within 
200 yards of the Mahurin home, 
told the jury of 10 farmers and 
two business men that she heard 
the defendant shouting but there 
were no outcries from Mrs. Ma- 
hurin. The state contends Ma- 
hurin choked his wife to death 
and then set fire to her clothing.

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PROSPECTS OF EARLY ENDING 


STRIKE FADES 


Company Expected to Submit Counter Pro- 
posal to That of Unions for Settling 
10 or 12 ‘Major Issues. 


Prospects for an early settle- 
ment of the prolonged Missouri 
Pacific Railroad strike faded this 
afternoon when it became known 
that the company probably would 
reject a union proposal for dispos- 
ing of 10 or 12 “major items” still 
unsettled. 

The four operating brotherhoods 
conducting the 4i-day-old strike 
submitted to the company today 
an “over-all strike settling propo- 
sition” to dispose of the 30 to 40 
claims that hinge on the 10 to 12 
unsettled major issues. 

A company negotiator told the 
Post-Dispatch he did not think the 
union proposal would be accepted. 
He indicated the railroad repre- 
sentatives headed by Guy A. 
Thompson, trustee, would submit 
A counter-proposal to the union 
officers. Neither proposal was 
made public. 

The confidence of union and 
company officers that the trains 
might run again by Saturday had 
disappeared. After all wage claims 
that caused the strike had been 
reviewed and settled or postponed 
for further disposition, union lead- 
ers particularly were confident 
the strike was about over. 

Under the plan for settling the 
strike drafted at the Governors’ 
conference, it was agreed that 


after negotiations between rail- 
road and union representatives on 
the 282 cases, they would agree on 
a method of disposing of remain- 
ing cases, “whether by arbitration, 
mediatién, submission to the Rail- 
way Adjustment Beard” or other 
method. 

Eight local and international of- 
ficers of the four operating un- 
ions met until last midnight at 
the York Hotel to draft their pro- 
posal for settling the remaining 
cases.

The term expires 
in September 1955.

The farm bill compromise finally 
reached apparently spells defeat— 
or at least a long delay—for Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Brannan’s 
plan to give consumers the benefit 
of unsupported farm prices, with 
the Government paying subsidies 
to farmers to assure them a pre- 
determined “fair” price for their 
products. 

The Administration is not ex- 
pected to give up its fight for 
the Brannan plan, however. The 
issue may prove to be an impor- 
tant one in the 1950 congressional 
campaigns which involve the en- 
tire House and one thiid of the 
seats in the Senate. 

These are the major provisions 
of the compromise: 

1. It directs the Secretary of 
Agricultureto support the six basic 
crops—cotton, wheat, corn, tobac- 
co, rice and peanuts—at 90 per 
cent of parity next year if restric- 
tions are placed on planting or 
marketing. For 1951 the minimum 
supports would range from 80 to 
90 per cent. After that they could 
vary from 75 to 90. 

2. It allows two differing parity 
formulas to operate on these basic 
crops, with the higher of the two 
to be used until 1954. The newer 
formula then would go into effect 
for good. Parity is a price com- 
puted to give a farm product the 
game relative purchasing power it 
had in a past favorable period. 

3. It allows supports on all other 
crops to move up or down in re- 
lation to supply, with special treat- 
ment accorded dairy products. 
These must be supported at from 
75 to 90 per cent. Supports at 
from 60 to 90 per cent apply to

But 
latest Treasury figures indicate 
Government income will be around 
38 billion. The three-billion dif- 
ference is due to the sharp busi- 
ness decline in the first six months 
of this year.

Jefferson’s Great Vow

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A Plan to Keep Prices Up 

So far as legislation is concerned, there will be 
no reduction in food prices for a while. House 
and Senate have reached a compromise under 
which the present 90 per cent farm parity pay- 
ments, defended by the President, will be con- 
tinued for another year. 

After that, payments will run between 80 and 
90 per cent for another year. Then, for two 
years, a 75 to 90 per cent scale will be in effect. 
A further modification will be introduced in 
these last two years by changing the method of 
calculating parity. 

On the whole, the compromise must be 
counted as a victory for the high-price fz*m 
bloc, and as a set-back for the disinflationary 
modifications backed principally by Senators 
Aiken, Anderson and Lucas. It also rejected 
the ideas of the late President Roosevelt. 

Senator Aiken would have cut some payments 
as low as 60 per cent, starting next year. Sena- 
tor Anderson, the former Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, tried for a 75 per cent compromise after 
the House killed the Aiken plan. Senator Lucas, 
the Democratic leader, managed to win even 
some Republican support for this proposal, but 
when Mr. Truman identified himself with the 
continuance of 90 per cent payments, the fat 
was in the fire. 

The way in which parity is calculated may 
have as much to do as the percentage figure with 
what the program costs. Parity, of course, is 
meant to keep farm prices roughly in line with 
industrial prices. The formula of comparison 
now in use is based on the price relationship 
which prevailed in 1909-1914. Obviously, this 
should have been brought up to date long ago. 

It was not modernized, largely because the 
farm bloc wanted to include farm labor costs in 
the formula, Ever since the end of the depres- 
sion, this would have been an inflationary factor. 
That’s why it was opposed by President Roose- 
velt; and that’s why it still looks like a bad idea. 
In times of severe depression, this factor would 
have a deflationary effect: iust when a touch of 
inflation would be most excusable. So, many ex- 
perts have argued that it is best to keep it out 
of the parity formula at all times. But under 
the new compromise, the way is open for its 
application in 1952-1953. 

Although not very happy about it, Senator 
Lucas has bowed to the compromise, Congress 
probably will adopt it because, from a political 
point of view, it threatens virtually no risks of 
alienating farm votes in either the 1950 or 1952 
elections. In fact, it virtually makes sure that 
farm aid payments will be at or near record 
highs in those years. 

The compromise, however, falls far short of 
being a fair and intelligent solution of the farm 
support problem. The urban voter—who foots 
most of the bill, both as consumer and taxpayer 
—may take a more keen interest in the question 
one of these days. When he does, Congress will 
have to reconsider it, even if some of the men on 
Capitol Hill now believe that they have put it 
back on the shelf for another four years. 
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Six Weeks Is a Long Time 


All that remained to be settled when the 
representatives of the Missouri Pacific and the 
railroad brotherhoods met today were about a 
dozen issues, involving some 30 to 40 of the 
original 282 cases at dispute.

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The Press Rebukes the Press 


In strong terms, the directors of the Inland 
Press Association have denounced secret ac- 
ceptance of state salaries by newspaper editors 
and executives, as in lllinois during the Green 
regime. Any newspaper which does not publicly 
announce the appointment of anyone connected 
with it to a public post is guilty, the association 
said, of “unethical practice” and “betrayal of the 
public trust.” 

The California Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion and the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors had already, in turn, denounced news- 


paper men who took state jobs, and press wire 


services and newspapers that were slow to re- 
port these facts. Their condemnation referred 
particularly to the situation in Illinois disclosed 
last April by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the 
Chicago Daily News, ‘Fifty-one editors, execu- 
tives or other employes of 14 daily and 33 
weekly newspapers in the state were on the 
Green payroll and had reecived nearly $480,000 
in the preceding six years. 

The Associated Press, United Press and Inter- 

national News Service—the major press wire 
agencies—ignored the news until, nearly two 
weeks later, the Washington Post editorialized 
pointedly on “The Silent Press.“ When Gov. 
Stevenson took office at Springfield he abolished 
the jobs held by newspaper men. 
, As the late Oswald Garrison Villard wrote in 
the Masthead, publication of the National Con- 
ference of Editorial Writers, although the 
A.S.N.E. and other professional groups have 
spoken out against the Illinois scandal “through 
the years one faithless act after another has 
been allowed to pass without notice, to say noth- 
ing ef censure.” We will hope that the found of 
condemnation this year betokens a new willing- 
ness on the part of the press as a whole to per- 
form the duty to which Mr. Villard has called it 
—the duty of disciplining itself.

(2) Is strategic bombing a “historical mis- 
take”? That’s the Navy’s charge. But Mr. Sym- 
ington says that Admiral Nimitz advised the 
Navy to prepare to bomb the “heartland” of an 
enemy.

(3) Are the Army and Air Force trying to scut- 
tle naval aviation and deprive it of funds? The 
services disagree. But Congress has just com- 
pleted a bill providing more than 4 billion dol- 
lars for the Army, nearly 5 billions for the Navy 
and 6 billions for the Air Force. Obviously 
Congress considers this a fair division of funds. 
Why should the Navy feel slighted? 

(4) Why did the unification law fail to resolve 
these disagreements? The Navy accuses the 
other branches of scuttling unification to domi- 
nate the Navy. Mr. Symington, in effect, accuses 
the Navy of defying unity. “The fundamental 
issue is control of the military by civilians.” 

What the public would like to know is why the 
Defense Department and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff are unable to determine defense policy, as 
they are supposed to do. 

These questions could be resolved were it not 
for disunity in the defense command. This is 
exactly what the Unification Act was intended 
to eliminate. The present display of rancor and 
opposed opinion is a most disquieting factor in 
national security. 
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Broadening the Bench 


Two appointments are of special interest 
among President Truman’s latest nominations to 
the federal bench. One is the choice of Gov. 
William H. Hastie of the Virgin Islands to be 
judge of the Third Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which includes the important states of Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey. Gov. Hastie, a former 
district judge and one time law dean at Howard 
University, thus becomes the first Negro chosen 
for so high a judicfal post. 

The other particularly noteworthy nomination 
is that of a woman, Mrs. Burnita Shelton 
Matthews, to the district bench in Washington. 
Though Judge Florence E. Allen ig on the Fed- 
eral Appellate Court from Ohio, women on the 
bench are rare enough that this appointment is 
noteworthy. , 

The first concern in judicial selection should 
be the competence and general qualifications of 
the choice. After that representativeness is a 
proper consideration. Judges-designate Hastie 
and Matthews should make the federal bench 
more representative of the people whom the 
courts are designed to Serve. 
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From Olds to Wallgren 


Consistency is a jewel which President Tru- 
man does not value over high. Else how could 
he have nominated his friend, Mon Wallgren, 
for the Federal Power Commission after having 
battled to the last shot for his renomination of 
Leland Gids? The men simply are not two of a 
kind. 

To those who believe in the reasonable regu- 
lation of public utilities, the President’s fight for 
Mr. Olds will always be one of the bright marks 
in his record. Because of his earnestness, they 
expected—after the Senate’s rejection of this 
nomination—the selection of a man who would 
serve on the FPC with the same expertness, 
good judgment and devotion to the public 
interest. 

Mr. Wallgren may measure up so far as good 
intentions are concerned. But the former Gov- 
ernor of Washington does not have to his credit 
experience such as Mr. Olds gained in eight 
years on the New York power authority and 10 
years as a federal power commissioner. In fact, 
his selection seems to be based largely on the 
President’s determination té settle a friend in a 
federal job. 

The Senate did not deem this recommendation 
enough when Mr. Wallgren was proposed for the 
chairmanship of the National Security Resources 
Board. Considering the fight which Senator 
Kerr and the natural gas interests are making to 
escape from federal regulation, the vacancy in 
the FPC also calls for a man of stature. Yet 
while Wallgren was turned down for the NSRB 
chairmanship, the Senate Commerce Committee 
has approved him unanimously for the commis- 
sionership. So the President is not alone in 
holding with the hare and running with the 
hounds. : 
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Mayor Darst’s Urgent Tag 

Mayor Darst is worried because Gov. Smith 
expresses Only the hope that the Governor’s own 
legislative program will be passed. Mr. Darst 
fears St. Louis, “which has some important legis- 
lation pending, too,” will be “overlooked.” He 
says he considers three bills urgent: 

1. Empowering the city to condemn land for 
off-street parking. 

2. Giving the city control over car and bus 
fare. 

3. Extending the power to collect the earnings 
tax to June 30, 1952, 

The condemnation bill makes a lot of sense. 
Parking relief in congested districts becomes in- 
creasingly urgent. The Legislature should grant 
the city power to deal with this local problem. 

Control of transit fare is something else. The 
city administration lacks both the competence 
and the impartial spirit for this job. Nor does 
St. Louis have any moral right to control a sys- 
tem that runs into the suburbs at many points. 
It is beyond belief that the Legislature will give 
Mr. Darst a legal right to do it. 

The city cleatly needs the earnings tax reve- 
nue. The Legislature might properly insist,

If the Conservatives win the next elec- 
tion, Winston Churchill will once again be- 
come Prime Minister of England. 

This does not mean that Winston is the 
darling of the Conservative party. Far 
from it. Many of his colleagues are 


, alarmed. He is not noted for his team- 


on 


work, and his individuality is just as pro- 
nounced in opposition as in office. 

Just at the rnoment his party had issued 
a “charter” which declared that most of the 
existing controls must be retained as long 
as goods remain in short supply, Churchill 
cried out dramatically: “Set the people 
free,” at once dispersing his own ranks in 
confusion. 

His conservatism, which in former days 
would have been only too welcome, is at 
present proving an embarrassment to 
many of his supporters, They believe 
that the Conservative 
party has little 
chance of defeating 
Labor unless it can 
convince the electo- 
rate that it has aban- 
doned its laissez- 
faire economy. The 
Conservatives, there- 
fore, are divided 
into two groups: the 
progressives led by 
Eden and Rab But- 
ler, and the die-hards 
led by Churchill. 


Churchill spent 
most of his time at 
his country house, 
Chartwell, in Kent, and one Sunday his 
don took me there for lunch. I remember 
being surprised by his round pink face. 
Later, I heard that a woman had once told 
him that her baby looked like him, to which 
he replied firmly: “All babies look like me.” 


Sense of a Fateful Role 


After lunch he showed me several stacks 
of manuscripts of the history of the Eng- 
lish-speaking people which he was then 
writing. “I doubt that I'll finish it before 
the war comes,” he said morosely, “and if 
I do, the part the English-speaking people 
will play will be so decisive I will have to 
add several new volumes.” He paused. 
“And if it is not decisive, no more histories 
will be written for many years.” : 

Today it is commonly believed that 
exile was due to hig anti-Nazism. This is 
not altogether true. Churchill was not a 
popular figure. His arrogance and aggres- 
siveness provoked hostility. He wounded 
sensibilities without even knowing he had 
done so, for ideas, not people, were the 
only thing that interested him. 

He was distrusted by many people and 
frequently referred to as “an opportunist.” 
Added to this, the working classes had not 
forgotten that when he was Home Secre- 
tary he called out troops to break indus- 
trial strikes; they also blamed much of the 
unemployment of the same period on the 
fact that he had been responsible for Eng- 
land’s return to the.gold standard.

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the stakes were high; for the first time in 
his life he had the opportunity to employ 
all his wit and energy in a cause in which 
he believed. 

But anyone who imagines that he carried 
the burden lightly is mistaken; there were 
times when the weight was almost crush- 
ing. 

I went to Chequers to be the godmother 
of Randolph Churchill’s son, Winston, Jr. 
The christening took pace in a small chapel 
about a mile from the house. I had always 
heard that the Prime Minister’s emotions 
were easily stirred, and that at times he 
could be as sentimental as a woman; and 
on this occasion I had proof of it, for he 
sat through the ceremony with tears 
streaming down his cheeks.

Self-Deception in 1945 


If he enjoyed waging the war, let it al- 
ways be remembered that he understood 
the anguish of it as well. 

It would have taken a man of far greater 
detachment than Winston to have refused 
to offer himself to the electorate in 1945, 
when all the world was atclaiming him. 
Although leading Conservatives were un- 
comfortably aware that a new wind was 
blowing through England, they believed 
that Churchill’s fame could keep them in 
power. Churchill believed this too. 

It was perhaps typical of the arrogance 
which had led Charchill to political disaster 
so often before that he should think he 
could win an electorate on personality 
alone. While the Socialists went into action 
with a carefully planned program, Con- 


servatives fought the battle equipped with 


little more than Churchill’s photograph. 

The campaign was an astonishing rev- 
elation of Churchill’s dual character. Over- 
night, the statesman vanished and in his 
place appeared an excited and irresponsible 
politician. Churchill sounded the note in a 
radio broadcast telling the country that 
Socialism would mean a “Nazi state” and 
“a Gestapo.” 

People were shocked, because Churchill 
had paid many fine tributes to Attlee, Mor- 
rison, Bevin and other Socialist leaders, 
when they were serving in his coalition 
government. Although it was obvious that 
opinion was hardening against him, even 
the pessimists believed he would win a ma- 
jority of 50 seats. 


Saving Grace of Humor

Between Book Ends 


The Perennial Hardy 


THOMAS HARDY: THE NOVELS AND STORIES, b 
Albert J * (Harvard University Press, | 


Pgs., 

Although Thomas Hardy the man has 
been dead only 21 years, Hardy the novel- 
ist quit writing in 1895 to escape the mer- 
ciless attacks of his Victorian critics. In 
the succeeding half century, however, his 
works have been steadily reprinted, so that 
now it seems quite clear that he is likely to 
remain an author of permanent interest. 
Not the least interesting aspect of his endur- 
ing reputation is the perennial fascination 
he exerts on the scholars and critics. In 
fact, the procession of books about him 
began long before he died. 

The latest scholar to join this lengthen- 
ing roll of commentators is Albert J. Guer- 
ard, a Harvard professor who is himself 
a novelist (The Hunted). In his study he 
gives Hardy back to the story-tellers, re- 
jecting the earlier criticisms which made 
the novelist a brooding pessimist, a real- 
ist, and a capricious manipulator of fate. 
This is an eminently sane point of view, 

. for there can be lit- 
tle doubt that any 
novel which has the 
power to attract 
successive genera- 
tions of readers must 
do 30 primarily be- 
cause the author has 
an absorbing story to 
tell. 

No one who has 
read The Return of 
the Native” can for- 
get the unhappy 
story of KEustaocia 
Vye; nor can one for- 
get such scenes as 

Thomas Hardy the drunken Michael 
Henchard’s sale of his wife in “The Mayor 
of Casterbridge,” one of the most striking 
first chapters any novelist ever wrote, or 
the wedding-night episode in “Tess of the 
D'Urbervilles.” Hardy, however, was not al- 
ways an adroit craftsman. 


Although this study is frequently bril- 
liant, it was written primarily for the seri- 
ous student of Hardy. The most trenchant 
section of the book is the analysis of 
Hardy’s heroines, a chapter in which Mr. 
Guerard traces the orderly progression of 
leading ladies from the first novel to the 
last, showing in convincing fashion that 
one heroine suggested another until final- 
ly Hardy created his most complex and 
modern character, Sue Bridehead, in “Jude 
the Obscure” (1896). 

Mr. Guerard is, perhaps, on less certain 
ground in his consideration of Hardy as 
an anti-realist and a transitional figure be- 
tween the older Victorian novelists and the 
experimentalists of the present century. To 
elaborate on this view, he is now engaged 
in preparing studies of Conrad and Gide 
which he believes will, with the present vol- 
ume, throw some new light on the develop- 
ment of the modern novel.

OSLO, Norway. 


INETY million dollars of American money is going into Norway 


and grants through the European 


Aid Program. That figures out roughly at $30 each for every 


Norwegian man, woman and child. 


In addition, Norway will get at 
least half as much more in draw- 
ing accounts on other European 
countries under the Marshall plan 
system of mutual aid. Because 
Norway is a small country with a 
relatively simple economy, it is 
possible to see where Marshall 
plan money is going and why. 
Here, then, is what is happening 
to the American dollars you pro- 
vide for this northern outpost. 


This year about 35 per cent of 
the total will go for grain to feed 
humans and cattle. Last year near- 
ly 50 per cent of aid went for 
grain, one reason for the larger 
proportion being the fact that 
equipment the Norwegians wanted 
to buy was not then available. 

Most of the balance, with two 
exceptions, goes for heavy goods 
to rebuild Norway's industry. A 
considerable part goes into steel 
plates delivered to Swedish yards 
where ships are being made to re- 
store Norway’s fleet. In this way 
Sweden shares the benefit. 


To Rebuild Mines. 


Structural equipment is being 
provided to rebuild the iron mines 
at Kirkenes in the far north. Be- 
fore the war Norway exported 
950,000 tons of iron ore and the 
foreign exchange it brought in 
helped to pay for essential im- 
ports. The mines were totally de- 
stroyed by the Germans as they 
fled before advancing Russian 
troops. 

next year, according to plan, 
the mines will produce for export 
about a half-millon tons. The in- 
tention is to have full production 
restored by the end of the Mar- 
shall plan in 1952. 

Other American dollars go to re- 
build power plants. They go for 
diesel engines, for construction rigs 
and for other equipment. Most of 
the steel and the equipment comes 
from America, and that fact points 
up the disaster of a prolonged 
steel strike in the United States 
to the current of European recov- 
ery. 


The Only Luxury. 


One of the exceptions is petro- 
leum and petroleum products for 
which from 10 to 15 per cent of 
Norway’s $90,000,000 is spent. The 
second exception is tobacco, which 
will cost this year about $4,500,000 
to $5,000,000. a @ 

In Norway, which has lived at 
the austerity level since the war's 
end, this is judged the only “lux- 
ury” on the Marshall plan shop- 
ping list. And for thousands of 
Norwegian fishermen who spend 
lonely weeks at sea in cramped 
quarters it is regarded as a psy- 
chological necessity. Norway's 
American aid budget can thus be 
divided roughly in half that goes 
for immediately consumable goods, 


inclu the petroleum that is 
largely for industry, and half that 
goes into steel and equipment for 
reconstruction to bring a badly 
damaged country back to norma) 
again. 

Can the balance of prewar years 
be achieved again? Norwegian 
Planners and economists say yes. 
But they admit there are serious 
obstacles in the way. 


Before the war Norway, with its 
tillable land at a minimum, im- 
ported 85 per cent of the grain 
consumed. A deal has been made 
with Soviet Russia to exchange 
Norwegian fish for Russian grain 
and this is expected to bring in 
about 100,000 tons. 


Shipping Is the Key. 


The recovery key is, of course, 
shipping. Before the war Norwe- 
gian freighters operating all over 
the world earned a large share of 
the foreign exchange that went to 
pay for necessary imports and for 
some luxuries. About half of Nor- 
way's fleet was destroyed in the 


service of the Allies in the war 
years. 

The ships have been replaced by 
new, fast freighters that are again 
plying the seven seas. But they 
cost much more to build than the 
lost ships. And operating costs 
have gone up faster than freight 
rates. 

But there is another and more 
serious obstacle in the way of re- 
storing the revenue essential to a 
balance between exports and im- 
ports. That is the subsidy whith 
certain countries are .providing 
through their governments to keep 
their ships in world trade. 


Self-Defeating Course. 


This is conspicuously true of the 
United States. The subsidy, plus 
the eficroachment of laws requir- 
ing the use of ships bearing the 
government’s flag, makes it hard- 
er and harder for Norway's 
freighters and crews to compete. 
This form of nationalism cuts di- 
rectly across the pattern of world 
trade that prevailed in the years 
before the war. 

The Norwegians claim, and there 
is evidence to back them up, that 
their ships can carry freight more 
efficiently and more cheaply than 
any others. ut if they are pre- 
vented from using this skill, then 
recovery muy be remote. With one 
hand the United States subsidizes 
its own merchant marine, pushed 
by a powerful lobby that would 
require by law that all American 
aid be carried in American ships, 
The other hand dispenses aid to 
promote the recovery of this 
sturdy democracy. And the two 
objectives may well be gelf-de- 
feating.

Harris broke into the major

Harris spent 20 straight years in 
the big leagues as pilot for the 
Senators, Detroit and Boston in 
the American League and the 
Philadelphia Phillies of the Na- 
tional. 

He shifted to Buffalo in 1944 to 
pilot the Bisons in the Interna- 
tional League and moved into the 
front office as general manager 
there in 1945 and 1946. 

At the end of the 1946 season, 
he went to the New York Yanks 
as administrative assistant to Lar- 
ry McPhail, who named him man- 
ager in 1947. He guided the Yan- 
kees to a world’s series champion- 
ship over the Brooklyn Dodgers 
that season.

Often you hear people say, “I 
would like to do something to help 
conservation of our wildlife, but I 
don’t know anything I can do.” 
Are you one of them? Do you 

really mean it? 

There are many things you can 
do—inexpensive things which will 
mean much in the propagation 
and preservation of our wildlife 
for the generations to come. 


In almost any place you wish to 
go in this part of the country you 
will find abandoned fields, aban- 
doned roads, and cut-over lands. 
One of the best feeds for wildlife 
is lespedeza. Birds, especially 
quail, will wax fat on it through 
the winter months, and our brows- 
ing animals, such as deer and 
rabbits, will relish it as winter 
forage. Korean, Kobe, common 
and sericea lespedeza all make 
excellent foods. Sericea lespedeza, 
the kind that grows waist-high, re- 
tains its seeds all through the 
winter months. It, as well as the 
other varieties, also provide cover 
and protect wildlife from the 
predators, such as hawks, owls 
and the fox. 


It’s a Cheap Food. 

Lespedeza seed is cheap—a 
pound or so costs only a few cents 
—and no cultivation is required 
for it to get a start. It will grow 
on poor ‘soil and the only require- 
ment it demands is plenty of sun- 
light. If all our abandoned land 
were planted in lespedeza, and wa- 
ter, of course, provided, it would 
go a long way in the solution of 
our quail shortage. Most counties 
have stock laws, and the crop 
would grow unmolested and spread 
over a much wider range than the 
original planting. A little red-top 
grass seed mixed with the les- 
pedeza will aid materially in fur- 
nishing forage as well as provid- 
ing a nurse crop for the lespedeza. 

Many people own farms who 
earn their living in the towns and 
cities.

Why Waste the Minnows? 


The fish laws say that you can 
have 100 minnows in possession. 
Dd you take that many? It would 
be à poor fisherman, indeed, who 
would find it necessary to use 
that many minnows to catch even 
his limit of fish, Why not take 
20 or 25 nice minnows for your 
day’s fish? Tou would not be 
crowding your bucket and you 
would arrive at your fishing place 
with lively, attractive bait, instead 
of 100 minnows, most of which 
would have died because of being 
crowded in a bucket without 
enough water space to support 
them. 


Do you carefully pick out a few 
of the best minnows each time 
you seine and quickly return the 
rest to the water, instead of leav- 
ing them to die on the water's 
shore? If you don’t, you are rob- 
bing yourself of minnows for next 
year, as well as helping to starve 
the larger fish in the stream you 
have seined. 


Do you choose your seining 
place with care so that you will 
not drag the seine over spawning 
beds and thereby destroy poten- 
tial hundreds of fish by your care- 
lessness? 


Yes, you can do something to 
help in tr conservation of wild- 
life. These are but a few of the 
many ways you can do your part. 
Try at least one of them and do 
it now+-tomorrow the game and 
fish may be gone and your boy 
will think you “was a heck of a 
feller”—to put it very mildly!

I HAVE TRIED to adopt a 
child, but the social agencies turn 
me down—they won't give a baby 
to an unmarried woman, they 


say. 

“That seems most unreasonable 
to me, Dr. Popenoe. Here I am, 
ready to give all love and every 
advantage to a child. Surely there 
are infants who would be better 
off in my home, and in my arms, 
than in an orphan asylum!” 

True enough, Miss M.; but you 
might not want one of those from 
an “orphan asylum.” Undoubtedly 
there are exceptions, but gen- 
erally such institutions now get, 
as a rule, only children for tem- 
porary custody until the parents 
—or parent—can take them back; 
or else children too defective or 
diseased to be placed for adoption, 
and therefore requiring custodial 
care.

ALL STUDIES show the impor- 
tance to a child of having two 
parents. Some studies show that 
a father is even more important 
than a mother—after infancy, of 
course. The number of married 
couples seeking children is four or 
five times as great as the num- 
ber of babies available for place- 
ment. For these afd other rea- 
sons, the unmarried woman is re- 
fused regularly. 

But there are several other pos- 
sibilities, Miss M. Perhaps you 
have a little nephew or niece, or 
a distant cousin, who would profit 
reatly by sharing your love, your 

ome, and the ö advantages 
you could provide, Ineluding that 
of a good education. If no one 
child of your own kin or ac- 
quaintance needs you, try doing 
something for the children of the 
whole city~or of some particular 
part of it. You might try to be- 
come a fairy godmother to some 
institution; or you might make 
your talents useful in helping to 
improve conditions for all the 
babies of the community. 

Talk this over with the city 
health officer. There's a place 
for you—and an important one.

And so, by 
making an end to evil, God af- 
firms the power of love over the 
power of chaos. This is the sig- 
nificance of His answer to Pilate, 
who said, “Know you not that 
I have the power to condemn 
you?” but our Lord answered, 
“You would not have the power 
unless it were given to you from 
above.” There is only one passage 
in Sacred Scripture where God is 
said to laugh; that is in the psalm, 
“He that sitteth in the heavens 
shall laugh and hold them in de- 
rision.” The theology of this 
laughter is this: incongruity in- 
spires laughter. A street cleaner 
in a silk hat is a laughable and 
incongruous sight; God’s laugh- 
ter is likewise provoked by the 
incongruity of an earthly dictator 
thinking that he has become a god 
or that his evil is eternal. Death 
is God’s necessary gift to a uni- 
verse in which evil has been let 
loose. 


But if death were irremediable, 
the universe could not be justified. 
It would be a closed system. The 
Resurrection is also necessary— 
it not only gives victory over 
death, but it wipes away’ evil or 
corruption. Since the Resurrec- 
tion and Pentecost, man can re- 
store himself to Divine Love 
through the appli¢ation of Christ's 
Redemption through the Sacra- 
ments; he does not recover immor- 
tality of body until the final res- 
urrection. Nonetheless, all men 
share a profound intuition that 
their deaths can serve a trium- 
phant purpose. Why is a man less 
willing to die in a train wreck 
or an automobile accident than he, 
is te be killed on a battlefield or 
as a martyr to his faith? Is it not 
because death is less terrifying 
and more meaningful as soon as 
we rise above the level of the 
commonplace and lift ourselves 
into the realm of eternal values 
where, alone, death has meaning? 


Death is the end of evil; we see 
this revealed in the faces of the 
dead, which are often more har- 
monious than they were in life, 
as the sleeping face is more rest- 
ful than the waking. 

Death is bound up with love, or, 
rather, love is always bound up 
with death. He who accepts love,

accepts sacrifice. We give the 
ring of gold, instead of the ring 
of tin, as a symbol of sacrifice, 
and sacrifice is a lesser form of 
death. Surpassing all minor sac- 
rifices is the complete love which 
is willing to accept death for the 
beloved, as a soldier dies for his 
country. Whoever attaches too 
much value to life and runs away 
from death also runs away from 
ect love: “Greater love than 
this no man hath, that a man 
lay down his life for his friend.” 
The acceptance of death is thus a 
manifestation of our love of God. 
Death will individualize and per- 
sonalize all of us. Because it sep- 
arates the soul from the body, it 
finds out each and every one in 
its search; it will reveal the real 
me as against the surface me. 
The soul will stand naked before 
God, seen at last as it truly is. 
And if a soul is not then clothed 
with virtue, it will feel ashamed, 
as Adam and Eve were, when 
they had sinned and hid from 
God; for it was only after their 
sin that they felt naked and 
ashamed. This relationship be- 
tween nakedness of the soul and 
sin is always a close one—at the 
judgment of our souls, in Eden, 
and in this life, where, the less 
grace men and women have in 
their souls, the more gaudily they 
dress, in a kind of compensation, 
as we noted earlier. 
=. 2 
THE SEPARATION of the soul 
from the body after death will 
bring another change; it will do 
away with the special advantages 
which some of us enjoyed in this 
life, for the body in relationship to 
the soul might be likened to a 
person driving an automobile. 
One man drives through life in 
a broken-down jalopy, another in 


a 20-horsepower motor, another 


in a 50-horsepower motor, and 
still another in a 200-horsepower 
motor, but when there is a traf- 
fic violation of the law, no one 
is judged by the kind of car 
he is driving but by whether or 
not he broke the law. In the 
same manner, at the moment of 
death, when the soul leaves the 
body, we shall be judged not by 
the earthly advantages that we 
had — beauty or talent, or the 
wealth that accompanied the 
body, or the social advantages— 
but only by the degree to which 
we responded to Divine Love. As 
Dives was separated from his five 
brothers by death, so each of us 
will be separated from the group 
and from the crowd. Then each 
and every one must step forward, 


-alone, out of the ranks, There will 


be no attorneys there to plead 
our case, no alienists to 
that we were not in our right 
minds when we did wrong. There 
will be only one voice: it will 
be the voice of conscience which 
will reveal us as we really are.

dread and compulsion of death by 
voluntarily facing it, Through an- 
ticipating the final end, we may 
contemplate new beginnings. Our 
Blessed Lord lived from the end 
of life backward: “I came to give 
My life for the redemption of the 
world.” The Lamb is pictured as 
“slain from the beginning of the 
world.”

THE BASIC SPIRITUAL prin- 
ciple is this, that death must be 
conquered in every thought and 
word and deed by an affirmation 
of the eternal. Spiritual writers ad- 


vise us that everything should be 


done as if one were going to die in 
the next moment. If we treat the 
living as though they were dying, 
too, then the good in them will 
come to the surface. Treat the 
dead as still alive, and our pray- 
ers will follow them; thus a be- 
lief in the state of purgation after 
death allows us to atone for our 
want to love while our friends 
were still on earth. The failure to 
help their bodies then can be bal- 
anced now by our spiritual assist- 
ance to their souls through prayer.

The Luetteckes live at 3652 Bo- 
tanical avenue, but see little of 
their home exeept to pack. Ask 
Mrs. Luettecke about her travel 
wardrobe and she answers with 
one word, “Nylon.” A suit, sev- 
eral nylon blouses, a warm dress, 
and raincoat comprise her ensem- 
ble, and she has found, “it is best 
never to take more luggage than 
you can carry.” One man on Luet- 
tecke’s last tour traveled all over. 
Europe with two suits and two 
nylon, shirts, dunking the shirts 
in hotel washbowls each night. 

Mrs. Luettecke’s favorite tour 
was one in July, when she took 
her 16-year-old daughter, Jeanne 
Louise, on her first postwar trip to 
Germany, including a steamer trip 
down the Rhine and a visit to 
Heidelberg.

“We visited six cities, Copen- 
hagen, Hamburg, Bremen, Dues- 
seldorf, Stuttgart, and Munich,” he 
said, “and in every place, every- 
thing was arranged for us. There 
was nothing for me to worry 
about. I could sit back, fold my 
arms, and forget all about ever 
being a tour conducfor myself.”

The ace won, and the spade queen 
was led. West took his ace and 
returned the queen and jack of 
diamonds. East discarded a low 
club, and South ruffed. 

The fate of the contract hung 
on South’s next play—and he made 
the grade. Observe the tempta- 
tion to lead a low trump to dum- 
my’s jack. If South had made this 
play, he would have been on safer 
ground in the trump suit itself— 
but he also would have lost the 
contract. Actually, he laid down 
the spade king from his own hand, 
risking a bad trump break because 
the situation demanded it, then 
cashed the spade 10 and his other 
two trumps, discarding a heart 
and a club from dummy. 

The position was now as fol- 
lows: South still had his original 
three hearts and two clubs. West, 
having discarded as well as pos- 
sible, now had the heart five, the 
10-5 of diamonds and the K-J of 
clubs. Dummy had the A-K-J of 
hearts, the diamond eight, and the 
club seven. East had his original 
four hearts and a club. 

South led a heart to the king, 
cashed the heart ace—and care- 
fully watched West’s play. Ob- 
viously, if West had thrown off 
the club jack, South would have 
led directly to his ace and cashed 
the queen. When, instead, West 
discarded the low diamond, he was 
thrown in with dummy’s carefully 
preserved diamond (South discard- 
ing his last heart) and forced to 
lead a club up to the ace-queen.
